Insubordination in tho Second Regi- 
ment* 


We have noticed iu ilie Madison papers, 


for some weeks past, allusions to the rowdy- 
ism and. insabordinaticm on the part of a 
portion of the volunteers of the Second reg- 
iment, now encamped at that place. 


We are satisfied that the whole truth has 


not been published, and that the press of 
that city have, as the Patriot says, " tenderly 
mentioned1' the riotous and degrading con- 
duct of a portion of the volunteers, for fear 
of discrediting the whole regiment and dis- 
gracing the state and the commanding of- 
ficers. 


The Argus of Thursday tnorniag, howev 


»r, has a severe article upon the subject, 
and charges the misconduct upon about fif- 
ty—or at most a hundred—of volunteers. 
It says that a mutiny haa occurred—that 
men steal out of the barracks and spend 
the night in carousals—that a German wo- 
man was ravished and died in consequence 
—that the volunteers go.about the streets 
armed with revolvers 
that the citizens 


cannot walk the streets at night without 
danger of assault—that the ofBcers connive 
at these things, and are unable to restrain 
them—that Col. Coon is afraid of his men, 
—that oflRcers appear before their soldiers 
in a state of semi-intoxication, and that 
they do not know their duty, or will not 
perform it. 
' 
' 


It is proper to say that the Jonrual de- 


nies the outrage upon the German woman, 
npon the authority of Judge Vilas, the 
mayor, who upon investigation, pronounces 
it a fiction. This may be so, but it is con- 
trary to the belief of members of the regi- 
ment. 


The people of Madison, becoming indig- 


nant at the conduct of the guilty members 
of the regiment, fears were en ertained of a 
rioty and a meeting was called, at which 
several Germans appeared with arms, but 
according to the Journal, they were going 
to keep watch in certain parts of the city, 
during'the night. Has it come to this, that 
citizens must nightly guard their homes 
against the violence of our soldiers ? 
This 


f»ct satisfies us that the charges of the Ar- 
gas are mainly correct. 


There are brave, honorable and patriotic 


men in that regiment, who feel keenly the 
disgrace which has been brought upon the 
whole regiment, and we may say that the 
whole state is dishonored. 


The soldiers who have been guilty ot 


these outrages ought never to have been 
mustered into the service of their country 
—they ihould have been kept at home am 
pnnished : but we do not perceive that this 
act of justice to violated law haa been done 
They are permitted to go forth with the reg 
iment, to blast its reputation and commv 
stiil further crimes. 


The .officers ,of the staff, also, who have 


thus early demonstrated their incompatenci 
to Control and discipline their men, canno 
oe supposed to be capable of leading them 
in battle, or inspiring them with confi 
dence in any situation. We, therefore 
conclude that.it is the duty of somebody t 
have the guilty .members of the regimen 
expelled-and pnnished, nnd more capable 
officers appointed. Whether the goyerno 
can do this, or cause it to be 'done by the 
war department, we do not know, but w< 
are well satisfied that something should b 
done to purge the second regiment of it 
guilty men and incompetent officers.

Mr. Jenkins in- 
forms us that the report of a great amount 
of sickness at that place is incorrect. 
The 


troops are perfectly healthy, and there has 
been but one death, from disease, in the 
camp, since it was occupied. The soldier* 
are iu good spirits and anxious to be at- 
tacked by the enemy, of which there is lit- 
tle probability. The general impression at 
the camp is that there will be an advance 


:upon Memphis within four weeks. Cairo 
and Bird's Point are well entrenched, and 
cannon, mounted of the most effective kind. 


Our friends met Mr. 0. P. Martin, a 


printer, formerly of this city, who is in u 
Peoria company. He, with the rest of tlio 
l»ovs, enjoyed military life hugely.

It takes a great man to know the impor- 
tance of little things. The attention be- 
stowed by Napoleon on the smallest details 
of military organization has always seemed 
to us an evidence of his talent scarcely in- 
ferior to Austerlitz or Marergo. No gener- 
al knew better" than Napoleon that the effi- 
ciency of a soldier depends, first of all, up- 
on his being in perfect health and splendid 
condition. 
He tried to bring up all his 


troops to the condition of pugilists when 


icy fight for the championswip. To this 
nd several things are essential, the chief of 
which are regular and wholesome food, reg- 
lar sleep, dry and warm feet, and no pow- 
rful stimulants. 
Napoleon always insisted 


pon every soldier having two pairs of good 
hoes, and a good blanket. 
Everything else 


ould be extemporized or dispensed with, 
tut these—the shoes for the march and the 
'lanket for the bivouac—could neither be 
xtemporized nor dispensed with. 
When 


be occasion occurred, Napoleon demanded 
f his troops the most tremendous exertions; 
ut the admirable health resulting from his 
yetem enabled the . soldiers to endure fa- 
igues which would have killed ordinary 
nen. It is also to be observed that this 
lonsummato general was careful to give his 
roops a rest proportioned to their exhaus- 
ion, the very instant it was safe to do so. 


There was nothing in which Napoleon 


howed more forethought and good sense 
ban in his management of recruits. He 
cnew that young fellows accustomed to the 
hop, the field, or the desk, cannot change 
heir habits to those of the soldiers without 
great risk. Consequently, he was as care- 
ul and tender in managing his new troops 
as mothers are of their young children.— 
le inured them to the hardships of war by 
degrees. Their first marches were only ten 
or twelve miles a day, with a frequent day 
of rest. The officers who led them from 
,heir native provinces to the scene of war 
were charged to make the march a pleasant 
series of lessons in the military art. 
Some- 


,imes, when the quarters were good, when 
.he exigsncy was not pressing, they would 
jalt for ten days, and undergo a daily drill 
of eight hours. The consequence was that 
men who were new recruits "when they left 
lome arrived at camp trained and toughen- 
ed soldiers. 


A single week of careless handling, irreg- 


ular sleep and food, damp lodgings, wet feet, 
and over fatigue, will half spoil and demor- 
alize a regiment of new troops. But let 
them be cautiously nnd wisely cared for at 
first, and they soon become hardened and 
efficient.

regiments that may come to Washington. 
If regiments come on their own responsi- 
bility they will be received, whether tliey 
have state authority or not for their coming.

wants troops which it cannot get, I state 
the fact that tbe government ordered two 
regiments from tbe Elmira depot, one ol 
which was to be Col. Clark's Cayuga regi 
meat.

through, no other being in readiness. 


They "Want a King. 


For a long time it has been suspected 


that the South Carolina rebels desired to 
bave a kiug to govern them. 
Mr. Russell 


in his letters to the London Times, which 
reach us by the Fulton, confirms the belief 
that the Carolinians long to return to a 
monarchy. According to his statement, re- 
produced in another column, the people, or 
at least the planters of that state, desire 
nothing so much as "one of the royal race 
of England to rule: over them." Their "adr 
miration for monarchial institutions on the 
English model, for privileged classes, and 
for a landed aristocracy and gentry is un- 
disguised and apparently genuine."

Eastern Virginia is 
as full of it as South Carolina.

or sitting at an open window or door, or'o 
pulling off any garment, even the hat 01 
bonnet,"while in a heat. It should be re 
merabered'.by all that a cold never come 
without a cause, and that in four times ou 
of five it is the result of leaving off exer 
ciae too .suddenly, or of remaining still in 
the wind, or in a cooler atmosphere ilian 
that in-which the" exercise has been taken. 


The colder tbe weather tbe more nr>ed is 


there iu coming into the house, to keep on 
all tho clothing, except India rubber or 
damp shoes, for several minutes afterward. 
Very few rooms are heated Higher than 60° 
when the thermometer is within 20° of ao" 
ro, while the the temperature of the body 
is always at 98°, in health, so that if a man 
comes into a room which is 30° colder than 
.his body, he will rapidly cool off, too much 
so, often, even if the external clothing is 
not removed. 


It is not necessary, that the perspiration 


be visible; and exercise which excites the 
circulation beyond what is -natural, causes 
a proportional increase of perspiration, the 
sudden checking of which induces- danger- 
ous diseases and .certain death every clay.

The Wheeling Intelligencer says : 


Notwithstanding the'many conflicting ac- 


counts of the loss of there.belsat.Phillippi, 
it is becoming pretty .clear that a good ma- 
ny of the fugitives bittheduit. Their pol- 
icy appears to have been the. same as at the 
siege of Sumter—to conceal their real loss; 
and to do this, they piled tte dead and 
wounded 'iii wagons, and fled with them as 
precipitately e.3 ihey could. 


We conversed with a gentleman who left 


Phillippi Saturday afternoon, and he says 
it is how generally conceded there that a 
good many were hilled—not .less tharr'40 or 
50. He had talked with a Mr. Shuttles- 
worth, who resides near Phillippi, and Mr. 
S. told him that on a hill, some.four miles 
tteyoiid Phillippi, near .the Beverly road, he 
had that day seen about forty newly made 
graves. 
Who were buried in them he did 


not know, but the graves were there. 
Tbe 


gentleman who gave us this information is 
a man of unimpeachable veracity, and he 
says tho same of Mr. S. If this be true, 
and considering that their best men would 
not be buried there indiscriminately, but 
would be taken on home for interment, we 
may begin to conclude that there was some- 
body hiirt at the battle of Phillippi after 
all." .
